Senate Bill Concerns Insane. 

In the senate a bill in which President Brun- 
dage of the Cook county board is interested 
was introduced by Senator Gardner, pro- 
viding a method by which the state gradual- 
ly can remove the incurable insane from 
county. almshouses and eventually take over 
the Cook county instjtutions at Dunning so 
far as they are engaged im the care of insane. 
It has: been estimated that under the plan 
proposed in the bill it will require six years 
to withdraw all the incurably insane patierts 
from the county houses, and it is provided 
that the state shall not assume contro! of 
Dunning until all such patients have been 
removed from county asylums elsewhere. 

Senator Campbell introduced a bill for the 
establishment of a tax commission which is 
a companion measure to the resolution for 
submission of the original amendment. It 
provides for the creation of a commission of 
tifteen members, seven appointed by the gov- 
| ernor, three by the senate, and five by the 
house, to investigate Illinois taxing methods 
to discover to what extent, if at all, the 
present system is defective, unequal, and op- 
pressive, with a view to ascertaining what 
changes, if any, in the tax laws of the state 
are desirable and expedient.’’ 


Anti-Pass and 2 Cent Fare Bill. 

An anti-pass bill was presented by Senator 
Acton of Vermilion county, Along with a 2 
cent fare bill, and a third viding that 
members of the legielature shalt | allowed 
mileage of 2 cents a mile for one trip from 
and to their homes every week. His anti- 
pass bill would prohibit merely the issuange 
of passes to state officiale and employés, 
including members of the general assembly. 

Senator Hall presented a measure propos- 
ing that school children shall be taught 
„ morality in the broadest meaning of the 
word, which shall include honesty, kindnees,

Actions of Friends Lead Police 
to Think Missing Ones Are 
in Hiding.

FIELD MUSEUM PLANS HOUSE 
FOR NEW JUNGLE SPECIMENS. 


Returned African Expedition Brings 
One of Most Valuable Collections 


Ever in Existence. 


Extensive preparations are being made by 
the ‘Field Columbian museum. to house the 
large collection. of zodlogical specimens gath- 
ered from the jungles of British East Africa 
last year by the expedition sent out by the 
museum, consisting of Carl L. Akeley and his 
wife, Vernon Shaw-Kennedy, and Edmund 
Heller. 

Mr. Akeley and his wife remained in Africa 
six months longer than the other two mem- 
bers of the party and added many epeci- 
mene to the collection. They arrived in New 
York on Saturday with the collection, which 
weighs seventeen tons. It is expected they 
will arrive in Chicago on Saturday with the 
specimens. 

Officials of the museum last night declared 
the collection is one of the most valuable 
of its kind and contalns several new varie- 
ties of animals not in European museums. 
Among the animals in the collection are the 
African buffalo, lion, African antelope, 
monkey, jackall, hyena, wild pig, rhinoceros, 
hippopottamus, leopard, chetah, and various 
jungie fowl. 

The expedition left Chicago eighteen 
months ago and entered Africa and Bom- 
bassa on the east coast. Headquarters were 
established at Nairobi, in the heart of the 
jungie. From this point thousands of miles 
were covered in the search for big game. 
Fifty Swahali porters were taken with the 
party. from Bombassa, but the size of the 
edtiection required 210 men on che reture: to 
the coast.

had had more or less opportunity for obser- 
vation in our southern.states, and whose ex- 
perience in the Conge extends over several 
years, told me that flogging with the chicotte 


that it hurt but little, and that for his part 
he préferred to hit the workmen on the head 
and kick them in the shins, those being places 
more tender to the application than the part 
subjécted to the chicotte. On the whole, I 
am inclined to think that there. was some- 
thing in what he said. It is certain that in 
most cases the suffering from a flogging is 
momentary. I have even seen persons un- 
dergoing serious flogging exchange signifi- 
cant glances and signals with their friends, 
in which the suggestion of pain was quite 
absent. Many a time also I have seen a man 
immediately after being flogged laughing 
and playing with his companions as if naught 
had happened. Personally, though I have 
geen many cases of this form of punishment, 
I have never seen blood drawn nor the faint- 
ing of the victim. 


Sees Natives Chained Neck to Neck. 

It is common to speak of the chain 
gang with great sympathy. One sees chain 
gangs at every state post; it is the common 
punishment for minor offenses. te put tre 
prisoner on the chain. Sometimes as many 
as twelve or fifteen are thus joined together 
by chains attached to iron rings placed about 
They are employed in all sorts 
of work—bringing water for use. about the 
station, sweeping roads, clearing flelds, car- 
rying burdens. On our arrival at a state post, 
immedjately after we had presented our in- 


-tro@uctions to the commandant, the chain 


gang would be sent to bring our freight and 
i Bag to the rooms to which we were as- 
signed. The ring around the necke of these 
prisoners is & ight iron ring, weighing cer - 
tainly not to exceed two pounds. The weight 
of chain falling upon each prisoner can 
hardly be more than six or eight pounds ad- 
ditional. In other words, the weight which 
they are forced to carry in the shape of ring 
and chan does not exceed, probably does 
not equal, tem pounds, 
Women Seldom Punished Thus. 
From the viewpoint of service rendered 
the chain gang hae little value; it dawdles, 
lags. idles, and plays; only when it is carry~ 
ing burdene does it really work, Ihave never 
seen 4 chain gang composed of women, nor 
have I seen women on the same gang with 
men. It is stated by the missionaries that 
such things occur. Certainly every one would 
object to the chaining together of male and 
female prisoners. Apart from this, the chain 
gang does not particularly arouse my sym 
pathy. It is a very mild form of punishment, 
and one which, of course, is common in as 


was a rather mild and simple punishment; - 
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who had failed to bring in food euppites in 
return for the trade stuffs offered. This 
seizure of hostages is mentioned repeatedly 
in the writings of the early travelers, and 
seems to have caused no outcry on the part 
of the sensitive civilized world at that time. 
Why should it now? 

It is a common practice, though a dis- 
agreeable. one to us, for one who sells a 
thing to keep back a part of it in meking 
delivery of the goods. On one occasion we 
bought a musical instrument, a marimba, 
which consisted in part of a dozen gourds 
as resounding bodies. Every one of these 
gourds was necessary to the instrument, yet 
the seller, after we had examined it with 
care to see that it was perfect, removed three 
of the gourds, in accordance with this cus- 
tom. The instrument was sent to us by the 
son of the seller's chief, old Chicoma. When 
we found the inetrument at home we at once 
noted the absence of the three gourds. Old 
Chicoma’s son had @ companion with him. 
We at once decided to hold the chief's son 
as a hostage, sending word by his com- 
panion that he would be set free only on 
the appearance of the missing gourds. (When 
we told the youth that we had tied him 
up,” that being the expression for holding 
a person hostage, he looked sheepish, but 
made no complaint, recognizing the justice 
of our action. 


Holds Boy; Gets Three Gourds, 


This was at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
He made no attempt to escape, although we 
had not in any way actually interfered with 
hie freedom of movement. We gave him sup- 
per when the time came and breakfast in 
the morning. He found his stay tedious, 
however, and finally, when none was look- 
ing. sipped away. He must have met the 
messenger bringing the missing gourds be- 
fore he was any distance from the house. 
He appeared with our property about half 
an hour after the flight. - 

The only other personal experience in the 


High Kasal. A white man, agent of the 
Kasai company, was our guest for the night. 
In the early morning our friend, Chiet 
Ndombe, appeared. in great excitement, beg- 
ging us to loan him cloth, as the white man 
had seized one of his slaves and would not 


release him until he had fully paid a debt 


which the white man claimed he owed him. 
The question appeared complicated, and we 
let him have the cloth, after which we went 
over to hear the palaver accompanying the 
payment. Both sides told their story, with 
much gesticulation, The white man's boy 
had owned a women,.for whom he claimed 
to have paid six pieces of cloth; she had run 
away, and he had sought in vain for her. 
The chief, old Chicoma, told him that the 
woman was at Ndombe and in the house of 
the great chief. So they seized Ndombe’s 
slave—a little lad about 11 years of age, 
whose bright face and curious head shaving 
always had greatly attracted me. This boy 
our visitors were holding as a hostage until 
Ndombe should produce the woman or pay 
her value. 


Hostages Usually Well Treated, 


Of coursé, the whole procedure was illegal 
and I was inclined to take up the matter 
vigorously. There were, however, so many 
elemente of doubt in the whole matter that 
I finally concluded to let it pasa. Of hostages 
held by company agents or by state people 
we saw but few, and never learned the cir- 
cumstances under which they had been taken. 
They were rarely in actual confinement, and 
we saw no evidences of treatment toward 
them. In native custom, the hostages are 
regularly well treated and fed regularly while 
held in captivity. While we have never seen 
maltreatment of hostages, we can readily 
understand how such could arise. Taken, 
as they ly are, in order to force the 
bringing in of food or forest products, if 
their holding does not produce the desired 
effect the feeling of vexation resulting may 
easily lead to cruelty.

Several days ago I indicated the views of 
the administration in this regard.

detail. The object of this is not hostile to the 
railroads, but the contrary. Theanswer will 
show the real cash value of the railroads in 
the United States, the amount they have in- 


vested in tracks, right of way, rolling stock, 


motive power, terminal facilities, and the 
like. Tho statement will not necessarily in- 
élude any quest®n as to stocks and bonds, 
dut will be an endeavor to show the amount 
22 invested so as to furnish a basis 
of comparison with the actual earnings. . 


More Capital Necessary. 

The purpose of the president's letter to the 
commission and the report in answer to it will 
be made evident when it is seen that the 
necessity for an increase in capital stock has 
become apparent not only to the commission 
itself but to the administration: at large. 
The president's letter will be sufficient an- 
swer, it is believed, to those of his critics 
who have represented him as being unfair 
and hostile to all corporations. He has made 
a hard fight against the giving and receiving 
of rebates and in favor of governmental! con- 
trol of rates as necessary to fair management 
of the rallroads themselves. 

The administration view is not hostile to 


transportation lines in any way. On the con- 


trary, figures to be submitted by the com- 
mission upon personal request of the presi- 
dent will go far to explain to the péople that 
there must be congestlon of freight until the 
railroads increase the mileage of their tracks, 
and that this can be done only by borrowing 
enormous sums of money, which will add 
to the capital stock and fixed charges of 
the railroads. 
President Not Hostile. 

If the figures submitted by the commission 
to the president are what they are said to be 
they surely will be seized upon by the rail- 
roads as a basis for securing loans here and 
abroad, because they will show that the 
earning capacity of the railroads at the pres- 
ent time has reached ite maximum and that 
there is traffic enough in reserve to justify 
the building of new track and new terminal 
facilities. There is no doubt of the fact 
that foreigm investors have misunderstood 
the attitude of the administration to some 
extent and have been inclined to shy at in- 
vestments in. some of the best roads in Amer- 
ica because they have been led to believe 
that caongreas and the executive were both 
engaged .in a crusade against the raflroads 
and that the attitude of the people themselves 
was distinctly unfriendly. 

As has been explained heretofore, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has been besought by rail- 
road men and others to send a message to 
congress expleining that he is not opposed 
to corporations ag such, but is only attempt- 
ing to prevent and punish violations of law. 
While he does not feel justified in sending 
to congress a declaration of such a general 
sort, his letter to the commission and the 
reply of that body in all probability will 
satiefy the great oad managers and 
enable them to the billions which 
Will be necessary té;inaugurate an extraor- 
@inary era of: reliroad building Which now 
seers absolut peewee? to the commerce

Payson testified that 
the Northwestern Pacific purposes to build 
lines to connect the Southern Pacific with 
the San Francisco and Northwestern, the 
name given to the lumber railroads of the 
Santa Fé in the north In other words, the 
Santa Fé is to have a line from Willits te 
Eureka, so that the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fé jointly are to have a line from Pu- 
reka te San Francisco. 

Payson's evidence shows that the Santa 
Fé abandoned its intention of building a 
through line from San Francisco te Dureka 
when it found that an arrangement could be 
made with the Southern Pacific for the use 
of its road from Willits to Tiburon 


Both Roads Use Same Line. 
Payson stated that the line from Bakers- 
field to Mojave,.owned by the Southern Pa- 
cific, is used jointly by the Southern Pacific 
and the Santa Fé The Santa Fe pays a 
rental and the costs of operation and main- 
tenance are divided between the twe com- 


g panies. 


Cross examination of Capt. Payson by At- 


. torney Lovett, for Harriman, brought out the 


fact that the Santa Fe rail holdings on the 
north are wholly within California. This 
indicates that the railroad defense is to be 
that the combination does not come under 
the regulations for interstate commerce.

District Attorney Says Bell's 
Relatives Will Be Impor- 
tant Witnesses. 


New York, Jan. 20. — [Special.] — Police 
working on the murder of Dr. Charles W.

Saturday announced tonight that John Bell, 
the suspect under arrest, la the man wanted. 
An informal inquiry into the circumstances 
surrounding the case was held in Staten 
island tonight, and continued until after 
midnight. Important facts are said to have 
been brought out, and it was intimated by 
the police that other arrests might be made. 
Whether suspects or witnesses were to be 
taken into custody was not made known. 


Relatives as Witnesses. 

Mrs. William Coar, a sister of Bell, was 
closeted with the officials for more than two 
hours, and Inspector Schmittberger later 
said that the woman was a material and im- 
portant witness. Mrs. Bell and Howard Bell, 
a brother of the prisoner, also were exam- 
ined. Soon afterward District Attorney 
Kenney came from the room where the in- 
quiry was held and said: 

„ We have the right man. No doubt ro- 
maing now.” 

Some of those tn the borough hall tonight 
will be arraigned as witnesses before a mag- 
istrate in the morning. The inquest will not 
be held tomorrow, but Mrs. Townsend will 
be given an opportunity to identify Bell. 


Say Letters Indicate Guilt. 
Several things tended from a police view- 
point to strengthen their circumstantial case 
against the prisoner. In the firat place, a 
letter was found that Bell had written to 
his brother, Howard Bell, in Brooklym Sat- 
urday evening. In it he poke of killing him- 
self and gave directions regarding his burial. 
In addition to this letter the police also 
discovered a storekeeper Moore at 
New Brighton, who identified Bell’s picture 
as that of a man who had come into his store 
Friday evening and bought a white hand- 
kerchief. He wore a peaked cap and short, 
gray coat with a slit in the back. He had no 
collar on. Mre. Townsend told the police 
that her husband's slayer wore a peaked cap 
and had 
a white handkerchief.

DENIES ORDER TO SHOOT THIEF 


Army Lieutenant Takes Stand in Own 
Behalf in Murder Case—U. 8.

Nine or ten of these conflicts will occur in 
Chicago, where it is thought the clash will 
not act to the Injury of either the White Sox 
or Cubs in consequence of the two parks be- 
ing located in different sections of the big 
city, each club having a distinct following. 

St. Louis will have six conflicts, while the 
others are distributed among the three east- 
ern towns where each league has a club—New 
York, Philadelphia, and Boston. Further 
than thie Messrs..Johneocn and Pulliam main~ 
taine@ complete silence. 

The two officials were in conference all 
day, not adjourning until evening, when both 
departed for their homes. President John- 
son had intended te attend the Ohio and 
Pennsylvania league, which was in session 
here, but in consequence of the schedule con- 
ference lasting so long he was unable to do 0. 

The Ohio and Pennsylvania magnates at 
their ourned meeting decided to continue 
as an eight club league instead of taking in 
Erie, Pa., and either Sandusky or Zanesville, 
O. Erie could not secure its release from the 
Interstate league except on payment of $2,500, 
which the Erie owners wanted the O. and P. 
league to pay, Erie being considered a better 
baseball town than any now in the league.

It was pointed out to the committee that 
a further reduction in the Kansas tariffs 
would place a hardship on the raliroads 
and retard the progress in the building of new 
and con extensions of old lines.
